JOHANNESBURG. — Normal work 
resumed yesterday at the Vaal Reefs 
gold mines after four days of riots 
and strikes which left elght Africans 
dead and 87 injured. Officials said 
that although the tension “is definite- 
ly easing,” police contingents would 
remain on stand-by. 

The Anglo-American Corporation, 
which administers Vaal Reefs, the 
world's biggest. gold mining complex, 
sald that so far 6,000 Basuto miners 
of the total black labour force of 
21,500 had been repatriated to their 
homes In Lesotho. 


The Basutos begun rioting over a 
Lesotho Government ruling that 60 
per cent of their earnings would be 
banked for them in Lesotho until 
they returned home at the end of 
their work contract. By Tuesday the 
situation deteriorated into open tri- 
bal fighting between Basuto and 
Xhosa miners and police fired tear- 
gas twice to restore order. 

The South African Chamber of 
Mines revealed yesterday that the 
total labour force on gold and coal 
mines was down to 73 per cent of 
the number needed. 


In the Losotho capital of Maseru 
the cabinet met in emergency session 
on Wednesday to “examine all as- 
pects relating to the recent mine 
work stoppages in South Africa aris- 
ing from misguided information on 
the question of mine workers’ defer- 
red pay.”

Oman rebels say Iran 
has launched offensive 


BEIRUT (UPI). — The leadership of the Marxist rebels fighting 
the regime of Sultan Qabus in Oman said yesterday 10,000 Iranian 
troops have launched a wide-scale offensive against them. 

In a dispatch from Baghdad, the Iraqi News Agency said Pre- 
sident Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr received a cable reporting the offen- 
sive from the leadership of the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Oman. 

According to the agency, the cable sald the “hireling regime in 
Tran is carrying out a brutal operation of vengeance that sur- 
passed all previous operations in ferocity.” 

‘A few thousand Iranian trops are Known to be in Oman, helping 
the sultan’s army crack down on the rebels. The rebels are en- 
trenched in Dhofar, Oman’s western district close te the border 
with South Yemen. 

Similar cables went to the heads of state of Egypt, Syria, Libya. 
Algeria, and Somalia as well as the leadership of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, the agency said. 

“Our battle,” the cable said, is “a pan-Arab battle whose res- 
Ponsibility should be shouldered by al) the masses, governments 
and nationalist forces of the Arab nation.”

Dialogue presupposes that each 
side wishes to kmow the other, and 
wishes to increase and deepen its 
knowledge of the other. It consti- 
tutes a particularly suitable means 
of favouring a better mutual know- 
ledge and, especially in the case of 
dialogue between Jews and Chris- 
tians, of probing the riches of 
one’s own tradition. Dialogue de- 
mands- respect for the other as he 
is; above all, respect for his faith 
and his religious convictions.
